He was the freeſt from Paſſion of 
any man in the World : Bur when 
they had ſet him upon a high Scaffold 
in Queen Mares dayes, to make his 
Recantation for owning the Prote- 
ſtant Principles. Dr. Cole having 
made a ſad Popiſh Sermon to him to 
take his Death patiently, ana to re- 
joice in his Converſion, as he cailcd 
IT, 

After Sermon, Cranmey ſaid, Pray 
you good Feople pray for me, who 
have contrary to Truth, and my Con- 
ſczence, for fear of Death, Signed 3 
Writing of Recantation , for which 
thu Hand of mine ſhall be firfl burnt; 


holding it up with many tcars run- 


ning down his cheeks; and at the hire 


he held it out, that all might ſee it 
firſt burnt,never ſtirring of ir but once 
ro wipe his Face,to the gricf of many 

Beholders, in the Year 1556. 
Bur for John Fuſs, he was burnt 
in the Year 1415, There being a 
| Coun- 
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' Council about three Popes, the Car- 
dinals being divided after A/exander 
the fiths Death ; ro which Council 
the Emperor commanded John Huſs 
to go, giving him his ſafe condu@ ro 
paſs and return ; in which journey he 
preacht,and ſer up letters of his judg- 
ment in every City. 

At Conſtantine he was ſent for by 
the Cardinals, impriſoned, and tyed 
up to a Rack, . againſt a Wall ; many 
Nobles and Lords of Bohemia pe- 
titioned for him, but that would do 
no good. = 

But a good thing it is for great 
Lords toappear on the behalf of poor 
Miniſters, when impriſoned and per- 
ſecured for the Truth; yea,there were 
fifty of them in Bohemia thar ſtood 
up and petitioned for him and 7erom 
of Prague, A brave pattern for all 
Ages, when the Truth is ſuffering ; 
but yer all ſignifi'd nothing. : For 
when the Council had degraded and 
condemned him , he kneeled down, 


| ſaving. Lord Telus forgive them, they 
aying, Lord 7eſr Ic s Vn 
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tnow not what they do. In degrading 
of him , they pared off the hair { 
cloſe, that they eyen cur the $kin of 
his Crown , the Council having made 
an Order, That Faith was not to by 
kept with Hereticks, 

| Going to be burnt, they put upon 
him a Triple Crown of Paper , al 
ainted over with ugly Devils; which 
when he ſaw, he ſaid, My Lord Jeſu 
did wear a Crown of Thorns for me, 
and I will ths for his ſake. 

And now, ſaid they, We do commit 
_ thy Soul to the Dewil: (We bclieve 
it was in the Name of the Father,the 
Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, for uſually, 
ſuch wickedneſles arc ſo pronounced) 
But I, ſaid John Huſs, do commit it 
to my dear Redeemer, Lord and Si 
viour Jeſus Chriſt, 

As he lifted up his head, the Crown 
of Paper fell off, bur they pur it on 
again, ſaying, Let bim be burnt with 
bu M, afters the Devils. 

And as they tied his Neck with 
the Chain, he ſmiling, ſaid, 7his / ho 

er 
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fer for Preaching of the Holy Goſpel, 
ſinging three times with a loud voice, 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt , thou Son of the 
Living God, have mercy on me. 

He told them at his Death, God 
would raiſe up out of the Aſhes of the 
Gooſe (for fo Haſs's Name ſignified 
in the Bohemian Language ) in 100 
Tears, a Swan in Germany , whoſe 
Singing would affright all the Vul- 
tures : Which was exaCtly fulfilled in 
Luther. 

But for Jerom of Prague, he was 
ſo bold and zeatous , that he wrote 
certain Letters, which he ſent roCon- 
ſtantine to be ſer up upon the Gates 
of Noblemen and Cardinals ; thew- 
ing the purity and clcarneſs of his 
Faith and DoEtrine for which he was 
accuſed, and that he was ready to 
come and make good all he had 
Preached. 

His great Crime was, hc had thun- 
dered againſt the ill Lives of the 
Monks and Fryers ; bur being taken 


into cuſtody, he was ſadly uſed , fed 
with 
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with Bread and Water, and tyed al 
moſt Neck and Heels togcther,ſo that 
he fell fick. Aﬀter a long time fe 
they required him to ſublcribe, 

That John Huſs was juſ//y put ro Wb 
Death ; which he did partly for fear 1 
of Death, and hoping ro cſcape their Il « 
hands : Bur he ſoon repented, ſa\ing IS 
before the Council, AU the Sins be Mn 
ever commitied in hs Life , did not 

batf ſo much enaw and trouble by N' 
Conſcience, as that peſiiſerons Sin. | 

When they had condemned him, he 
ſaid, I Cite you all to anſwer it with- 
in 100 Tears before the moſt High 
Judge of Heaven and Earth; m the 
mean time I leave a remorſe and nail 
in your Conſciences. 

He was bound to the Image of 
Fohn Huſs, and had a Paper-Crown of 
red Devils painted on his head. 

When the Exccutioner went to 
kindle the Fire behind him , he bade 
him do it before his Facey ſaying, If 
1 had been afraid of Neath,T had not 
come to thy place, for T had opportu- 
MILES 
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wires to eſcape; but this Soul of mine, 
mn burning flames;Oh Chriſt I will of- 
fer thee. 

p And for his Oration that he made 
before the Council, it is ſaid, That no 
Tongue is able ro expreſs that learn- 
ed Elegancy and Braveneſs of his 
Speech, ſhewing what the Beſt of Men 
had fill ſuffered in all Ages. 

Latimer was a zcalous Papiſt, till 
Mr. Blinny converted him, and then” 
he was made Biſhop of Worceſter ;he © 
preached twice a day, and in Queen 
Maries days he was laid up in the 
Tower. 

As he rode through S$withfield, he 
ſaid that had groaned for him miny 
Tears. He uſed to pray for three 
things. 

Firſt, That as God had made him 
a Preacher of his holy Word, that he 
might ſeal it with his Blood, if cal 
led thereunto. | 
| Secondly, That God of his Mercy 

would reſtore his Goſpel ro England 


once again,once again. Shall we not 
prize it? Thirdly, 
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- Thirdly, Thar the Lord would pre. f 


ſerve Queen EFl:zabeth, and make 
her a Comfort to the Comfortleſs 
Realm: Ar his Burning, the Blood 
run out of his Heart ſo abundantly, 
as if all the Blood in his Body had 
gathered there,according to his Pray: 
er ; Which ſtruck the beholders with 
Altoniſhmenrt. In the Firc, he ſltroakt 
his Face with his Hand, crying out, 
Oh! Father of Heaven, receive ny 
Soul ; and ſo dicd, 1555. ARidley, 
in the ſame Year, writing to Lati- 
mer, heſaid, Good Father, alſii me 


with your Prayers ; for unleſs God 


ftand by me,T ſball play but the part of 


a white lver'd Knight : At his heat: 
ing he flood bare, rill the Cardinal 
namcd the Pope, and then he put 01 
his Cap. A Woman weeping for 
him, a day before his Suffering, hc 
cried, 4h!

of little Fruth'or Divinity in them. 

And .this is: the very ſame which 
St. Paul ſpeaks of in the 2d Chapter 
of the 2d "of the Theſſ1lonrans, ver. 
1, 12. where he ſays, For this cauſe 
God ſhall ſezd them ſtrong deluſions, 
that they ſhould believe a Lye. Tis 
bat one Lye, all their who!c Religion; 
char is, one great,entire Lye, congeal- 
ed, linked, mafs'd, and'coupled roge- 
ther, by Time, Policy, - Covctouſnels, 
Deceir and Ignorance. And a ſtrange 


deluſion is ſeat them by God, ver.12- 
who 
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who can and doth moſt righteouſfly 
and ofren puniſh ſin with ſi; the 
Jews and Phariſees for malicious ac- 
culing and perſecuting Chriſt and his 
Apoitles with blindneſs ro this day , 
and the Papi? roo, for abuſing of the 
Word of God, and concealing of it 
from the People, to belicve Lyes and 
Deluſions ; God ſuffering it to be,be- 
cauſe of the Peoples ignorance and 
nngy hr to have it ſo, nor ar all ca- 
ring for his Word, or receiving the 
love of, and Truths contained” in it 
about Jeſus Chriſt and his pure Wor- 
ſhip, full and infinite ſatistaQtion to

Honour, Riches, and Proſperity, yea,

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Heavenly and Inward too. Does 
God take one Chi'd ? Be quiet, leſt 
he take another. Docs he take one 
part of your Eſtate, or Comfort? He 
can take another; yea, He can take 
all, as he did Job's, and reſtore it a 
gain, Bleſſed be his holy Name, Job1. 
21, Oh! labour to be Meck and 
lowly, and he will lead and guide you 
through, the Wilderneſs of this milc- 
rable, wretched, ſinful, and bewitch:- 
ing World, in all your plentitul En- 
joy ments, till you cometo himſclt in 
Glory. 
Bur, Fourthly, Bleſſed ( ſaith our 
Saviour ) aregþey which do hunger 
and thirſt ufter Righteouſneſs. What 
Righteouſneſs ? God's, Chriſt's, Abra 
ham's, Iſaacs, Jacob's, Jews and 
Gentiles, Faith's Rightcouſneſs ; and 
the jruit of this Righteouſneſs is San- 
Ctitication, By Righteouſneſs here 
1S meant, that which God imputes to 
Men or Women, and makes Sinners 
complear and happy in, which is in- 
deed his Son's Righteouſncſs, or chat 
| which 


which is often called his Son's Attive 
and Paſſive Obedience, as God and 
Man in our Nature, to the whole Will 
and Law of God. Chriſt, you know, 
did all the Will of God in a. way of 
Obedience, Submiſſion , and Obſer- 
vance to his holy Law, and ſo fulfil 
every Branch of it to a title ; for had 
he failed in one, he could never haye 
Juſtified us, who do ſtill come ſhort 
in all, as. we are in our ſelves. Bur 
he ſuffered all rhe Will of God too,in 
a way of fatisfation for our Breach 
and Breaches of this his holy Righte- 
ous, Perfet,Good,and Heavenly Law, 
given by God himſclf unto Moſes in 
the Mount, Exod. 19. 20. Yea, as 
he fulfilled this, and ſatisfied for the 
Breach of it ; ſo he did the Leviti- 
cal, or Ceremonial Law alſo; for he 
was Circumciſed and Baptized for us 
in both, and all which he ſtood as a 
Man, or God-Man, and Surety for 
us, or as one in our Room, Stead, 
Place, or Company. And as he ful- 


fill'd the Law for us in the Adtive \ 
Obe- 
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Obedience of his Life, ſo he did all 
the Law required, or God ever defi: 
red of him in his Will to do, and in 
his Death, he ſatisfied the Juſtice of 
God for all that we, or Adam ever 
did againſt him, or his molt pure and 
holy Law. Yea, he did it to the full, 
uttermoſt, and over too, whereby he 
hag, as it were, an infinite Overflow: 
ing, endleſs Merit in his Hand, to 
ſhew the Juſtice of God in our behalf, 
why he ſhould deliver us from Hell, 
and all the Curſe and Curles of the 
Law ; which dreadful ones, you may 
read in Deut.27.15, 16,17,18. which 
implies Eternal Death to all out of 
Chriſt ; for it ſaith, Ciwrſed 25 every 
one that continueth not in all that « 
written ; and not only ſo, but to give 
us everlaſtingLife and Glory.Pray La- 
dies, mind this ſcriouſly, for it is this 
Obedience of Chtiſt and his Righte- 
ouſneſs, and that, and that alone, 
which being impured, reckoned, and 


, conveyed, or given unto us, becomes 


before God in a way of ſtrict _—_ 
an 
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ana equal Righteouſneſs, our Juſtitt« 
cation, and ſo eternal Salyation ; and 
you, nor none of you, norany living, 
can be ſaved otherwiſe, and therefore 
well may, and well ought you, for to 
mind it. And how Iſazah, and Paut 
lays, He was made Jin, and died 
for 115, as well a5 Born for 1s, that we 
might be made the Righteouſneſs of 
God in him, 2 Cor. 5.21. Now this 
mpg is called God's Righre- 
ouſneſs, Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, Abra- 
bam's, Tews and Gentiles, Faith's 
and the Saints Righteouſneſs, Rev. 
19.8, And firſt, Ir is called God's, 
becauſe God contrived and deſigned 
this Way of juſtifying Sinners from 
Eternity ; therefore ſays Tau, God 
was im Chriſt reconciling the World to 
himſelf". nor imputing their Sins, 
2 Cor, 5. 19. Secondly, Ir is called 
God's Righteouſneſs, becauſe Chriſt 
who was God as well as Man, wrought 
and brought it about; yea, he alone 
brought ir ahout: And therefore it is 


ſaid of the People, There was none to 
help, 
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help, and mine own arm brought ſal- 
vatizon, Ia. 63. 5. Then whar an in- 
jury and diſhonour do the Papiſts un- 
ro Chriſt, in bringing ſo many He and 
She-Saints in to thare with him; now 
the work's done ? 

Thirdly, it is called God's Rijchte- 
ouſneſs, Rom. 30. 3. becauſe it is im- 
puted, reckoned, implied , and diſco 
vered to us by the holy Spirit ot God, 
working Faith in our hearts. 

But then ſecondly, it is trequently 
called Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, becaulc 
Chriſt, as man, in our nature, ſtcad, 
room, and place, wrought ir for us, 
nor Chriſt and Peter, not Chriſt and 
Paul ; the Diſciples all ſlept , and 
Chriſt prayed, and ſweat alone, bore 
all the wrath, and hung upofi the 
Tree for us; bore our fins in his own 
body ; dead, buried, and roſe again 
for us; well may he be called, as hc 
is, the Lord our Righteouſneſs,and 
the Juſtifier of the Ungodly. 

Thirdly, it is called Abraham's 
_ Righteouſneſs, he being the _—_ 
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firſt and moſt ancient Saint of God,and 
he to whom the promiſe, next Adam, 
' or rather Eve, was moſt eminentl 
made ; and therefore ſaith God, In 
thy Seed,thart is in Chriſt, /Lal/ all the 
Nations of the earth be bleſſed, Gen. 
22, 19. Not thar it is indeed his,any 
more than {ſ.:2c's, 7.:cob's, or any 0- 
ther Servant of God s that ſhall be- 
lieve the promiſe, as he or they emi- 
nently did, Tſz.51. 1. We are bid Jook 
unto Abraham ; do, and go unto the 
ſame Pit as he did, namely, Chriſt for 
Rightcouſneſs: (for as God juſtified 
him, ſo, juſt ſo and no otherwiſe will 
he do by you, and all us that do be- 
lieve in him. ) 

Fourthly, it is called the Gentzles 
"151 a be Þ that is, the Heathens 
and Ungodly Sinners, fuch as were 
without God «n the World, and did 
worſhip in{tcad of the true God, Mo- 
loch, Bell and the Dragon ; Mars, 
Venus, Jupiter and Apollo; and the 
Devil in an hundred Idols, conſecra- 


ted Trees, and Four-footed Creatures, 
Now 
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Now to theſe miſerable C-»1:les was 
Chriſt promiſed and ſcar, and he ſhall 
bring forth judgment unto the Gep: 
tales, Iſa. 51. namely Chr:ft ; thar is 
a right underſlanding to worſhip the 
rruc God that made Heaven and 
Earth, which Papiſts yer ſo much 
continue in, by worſhiping Pictures, 
Shrincs, Images, and the conſecrated 
Hoſ?, a little Half-farthing Waſer; and 
tor which not doing, they have burnt 
and murthered thouſands. A thing 
moſt cruel on one hand, and irratio- 
nal on the other; yea more than the 
Per/ians worlhiping of the Sun a 
chouſand times, for that's a glorious 
creature, though it be bur a creature. 
Now from theſe Genti/es we came, 
and are of their Race yet by Chrilt 
and his Righteouſneſs, which is called 
the Gentzles, we are made near, 
though otherwiſe Strangers and A- 
liens. 

But fifthly , as it is called God s, 
Chriſt's, Abraham's,and the Gentiles 
Righteouſneſs, ſo it is called Faith's 
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; | Righteouſneſs alſo, Rom, 10.6. That 
|| the Righteouſneſs of Faith might rome 
unto the Gentiles, Rom. g. 30. Andirt 
is called Fau:zth's Righteouſneſs, firſt 
becauſe by Faith we ſee ir, lay hold 
on, and believe in it, to the ſaving of 
our ſouls, | Faith is an eye, thar ſees 
Chriſt and his Righteouſneſs Faith is 
an hand, and receives Chriſt and his 
Righteouſneſs. Faith is an ear, thar 
hears Chriſt and his Righteouſneſs 
when 'tis preached on; And all my 
Sheep follow me, ſays he, and T give 
unto them eternal life, and they |/palt 
never periſh, Joh.10.28. For with the 
heart man believes, ſaith St. Paul, and 
with the mouth confeſſion ts made utio 
ſalvation. What Confeſſion? namely 
this, That God. has raiſed Chriſt from 
the dead, and made hu life and death 
aRighteouſneſs for poor ſinners,which 
alone is the ' ground of their juſtifica- 
tion, and eternal ſalvation in the 
higheſt Heavews alſo. And for this,and 
this alone,and.denying Maſs,Purgato- 
ty,and Works of Supererogation, _ 

or 
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tor denying the Popes Intallibility and 
Supremacy,have thouſands and thou- 
ſands becn mallacred and murdered 
in thc Chriſtian world ; but when did 
'any Proreliants put any Roman-Ca- | 
tholicks to death , mcerly upon the 
account of thcir Religion ? or how 
very few have they been ? Thomas of 
Becket, Biſhop ot Canterbury , was 
knock'd on the head by 3 or 4 Blades 
at Court, for guarreliing with the 
King,or intcrtuptung of the Law's;and 
ſome-body. cle by. a juſt Law hang d, 
ter a Gun intendcd againit a better & 
much greater King;and for this oneis 
Sainted,and:the other may be tooin a 
little rime: But Faith 'and its Righ- 
reouſneſs teaches us none of rheſe, but 
to ſubmit to Kings, and all lLixoful at 
thority, that 'we' may live peaceably 
and quietly under them in all righte- 
otfne(s. and boneſiy, Rom,13.1. 

But ſixthly,' this Rightcouſneſs 18 
called the; $uznts Righteouſneſs; rhat 
IS, all fanifed mctt,, Women. an 
children, and. Righteouſneſs in the 

FS] world ; 
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world ; for a Saint is nothing elle in a 
fri ſenſe, bur a man or woman rtru- 
ly fearing God; and a lictle of the true 
fear and grace of God in the hearr, 
makes any man or woman in the 
world fo in the aggount of God and 
the holy Scriptures ; for *tis not No- 
tion, Gifrs, Parts, grear and humane 
Learning, bur ſaving truth that make 
a Saint. And all the humane learning 
in the world, ſays Hintins, will not 
reftifie the cr.oked nature of man ; as. 
inſtance Socrates and Ar:ſtothe, the 
one being a covetous wretch as ever 
liv'd, and the othcr keeping a com- 
mon Strumpet for his Luſt.Bura litrle 
ſaving grace will bridle nien from all 
ſin, when bare humane knowledge 
cannot ; nor all the Braſs, Tin and 
Copper in the world, make a dram of 
Gold ; nor all che common gitrs,parts 
and wit of men,which I ſpeak not in 
the leaſt againſt,no nor in rhe leaſt, bur 
reverence it, and them that have it; 
yer, I ſay, 'tis grace, and the ſandiſy- 
ing grace and Spirir of God in the 
* hcart 
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hearc that makes a Saint,and whoeyer 
has any thing of that more or leſs; 
for ſome have much morc and ſome 
much leſs than others, yer whoever 
has the leaſt ſanifying meaſure of 
the Truth in his rt, is a Saint and 
Servant of God, be he Noble or lg: 
noble, High or Low, Rich or Poor, 
Learned or Unlcarncd ; and for this, 
ſee theſe Texts, or Scriptures at your 
leiſure, Phili.1. Col.1.2,12, Epbel. 
4.12. Chap.z3.8. Heb.6.10. 

And therefore if any fine young 
Lady, Gentlewoman, or others, have 
bur a lictle love to Chriſt, the Word, 
Ways, Things, or Servants of Chriſt 
ſhe may be a Saint as well as the great- 
elt ; they were called ar the firlt Diſ- 
ciples, Brethren, 2 Joh. 1.2. 7.118.1.2. 
Chriſtians, As 11.26. Saints and Be 
lievers, Atts 5,14. 1 Tim, 4.12. And 
we arc now lately called Proteſtants, 
from the ſeven Princes of Germany, 
proteſting againſt the Pope's Supre- 
macy, bur are indeed the true real 


Catholicks, becauſe we hold the Uni

yerfal truths which were trom the Be- 
ginning,are, and ſhall be ſo to the 
Worlds end ; the main of which,is the 
Worſhipping of God in and through 
Chriſt, and loving Him and his Son 
for ever. But many beyond Seca are 
called Lutherans,Catvinifts and Huſ- 
ſites for following thoſe great Lights 
and their DoQtrine. Bur now this 
Righteouſneſs of God, Chriſt, Abra- 
bam, Jews, Gentiles, and Believers is 
called the Saints, for two or three 
Reaſons. Firſt, Becauſe it is this thax 
makes them ſo. Chriſt's Righteoutl- 
neſs is our Juſtification, and Sanctift- 
cation too before God, and it is that 
and his holy. Spirit ſanifying of us, 
which makes us Saints in the Eyes of 
God, and before Mcn in this World 
r00; rake three diſtinCtions, and they 
will end 20 diſputes about this Point, * 
for Chriſt juſtifies us before God by 
his Blood, Life, and Dearth. Faith, 
that is the object of Faith ; Chrift ju- 
ſtifies us in our own Conſciences, fo / 
that it is not ſo much Faith in a ſtrict 
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lenle, as Chrith by Faith Julſlifies ug 
and that roo, And indced, laithbe- 
ing 1mpertect art the beſt, needs a 
Chritt tor Julilification, as well as 0- 
_ rher Graces, though it jtill ſhews us 
Chriſt as ina glaſs, tor our jultitication, 
and good Works which are really lo, 
and the fruits of God's Spirir, name- 
ly good Works, theſe do: jullifie us 
before Men: And therefore ( favs 
Chriſt) ler your light ſo /hme before 
Men, that they miy ſee vour For 
Works,and elor; fie voltr | ather which 
1s in Heaven, Mar, 5.16. And lays 
Se, Tames, Shew me thy I:.uth ly thy 
Works, and do not tell me ſo much 
thou haſt it, but let me ſee ut by ty 
IForls.So that ro God we mutt plead 
the Blood of Chriſt, and nothing elle, 
and to our Confciences, ſhew the 
Blood of Chriſt, and wirneſs all to 
others by good Works and a Godly 
Converſation ; and rhis is the Saints 
viſthle and inviſible Juſtification. 


And now, had I the Tongue 
Men, Or Angels, 1 Cor.1 3. IGM 
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never cnough ſer our the Bleſſednels, 
or Bleſſedneſſcs of Men or Women, 
[that do Hunger and Thirſt, thar is, 
Long, Love, and ſecretly wiſh and 
pray for day by day this Righreoul- 
neſs ; and ro be found in ir, namely, 
this of God and Chriſt,and che ſandi- 
fying graces of his Spirir,forthey thall 
be ſatisfied, yca, they ſhall certainly 
be ſatisfied in the diſcovery of it, and 
preſent comfort aiſo; yea, in the 
everlaſting wearing and enjoyment of 
It in the higheſt Heavens. For as 
Kings Cloath all their Yeomen inathetr 
Gold Embroidered Coats. So Chrilt 
the King of Kings, doth ſpiritually 
Cloath the Souls of all his; and by 
vertne of this, Thry ſhall Jhine as 
the Sun, in the Kingdom of his F.t- 
ther, for cvermore, Mart.13 43. Yea, 
all his Rich, and all his Poor, and ail 
his Gifted, 2nd all his Ungitred, thar 
hunger after ir. Here one has his 
Si'ken Suir, and another his Thred- 
- bare Habir ; here one has their Hol- 
lanJ. Shifts, an fine Laces, others 
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want courſe Linnen ; but Time ſhall 
paſs, and Time ſhall come, when all 
wants ſhall be done away, and ſmall 
Gifts, and no Gifts ſcarce, ſhall be 
equally happy with the greateſt, for 
all ſhall everlaſtingly ſhine as the Sun 
in the Righteouſneſs of Chrift ; which 
is the Bleſſedneſs here hunger'd after, 
which is the White Linnen, and the 
Wedding Garment, ſo often ſpoken 
of in the Revelations, Rey.19.8. And 
that which Paul would ſo feign be 
found in ; Counting bis own Righte- 
ouſneſs but dung and aroſs, in com- 
pariſon of it, Phil.3.8,9. 

Bur, Fifthly, Our Lord and Saviour 
goes till on with his Bleſlings, fay- 
ing, Bleſſed are the Merciful, for 
they ſhall obtain Mercy, Mar. 5. 7. 
And the merciful Man, will be mer- 
crful to his Beaſt ; ſaith Solomon. 
And now, Noble Ladies, give me 
leave to plead with you a little, from 
- this good Texr, The Mercies of God 
are dear and tender Things, the 
choiceſt chiefeſt things in Heaven and 
- 7 Earth, 
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Earth. We have nothing to hang 
upon Living, or Dying, bur the ren- 
der Mercies of God in Chriſt, which 
he proclaims, and ſhews to us, Exoe/ 
26, And he was with Joſeph, and 
ſhewed mercy in the Pit, Iſa. 39. 21. 
Prov, 11.17. And, A merciful Man 
( ſaith Solomon ) doth good to his ows 
Soul. 
And if you will ſhew a little to ſome 
30 or near 40 poor and fatherleſsBoys 
now in your School at :Zrghgate , you 
will ſhize as lights before men, and 
your candle ſhall be on a hill, and not 
under 2 buſhel, which Chriſt bids” you 
do; and in doing of ir, do good to 
your own, ſo ſaith So/omen, Prov. 11. 
17. and in this, and doing ſomething 
tor ir, you will to yours. 

Bur you will ſay, Tou have ways e- 
nough, and need not a new deſign for 
Charity : Oh! but you can never have 
too many Wways,nor do roo much good 
in the world; and if it be new, tis the 
more pity that ſo many brave Noble

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{els the true Religion, and arc Re- Þ B 
ligious alſo; that they have na i 
done ſome publick thing for the Þ f 
honour of it , as well as old Su!tcy, Þ |} 
when you ſee ſo many burnt to aſhes | © 
for the Goſpel , and thar Religion Þ | 
which you profeſs. Oh then do a lit- | | 
tle, eminent, and ſomething that may. 
have a lirtle notice raken of it fcr the 
honor of their Lord & Maſter, Religi- 
on,2nd your own alſo! all which this 
would do; ſurely the great and 1a- 
mousHoſpirals of Lomdon are famous 
praiſe-worthy things, and honourable 
ro Religion; and ſhould nor you moll 
Great andNoble Erz/t/h Ladies, which 
all 1hz worid mult needs give place 
nnto, do ſomething for the honour ol 
it? It they did well yhat did build,and 
ſer up them, as you will not ſay but 
thcy Jid,you cannot do amiſs in lit- 
rle countenancing this. Thoſe were 
done by ſome one -particular perſon 
at firſt , which would Gvallo:y up 1 
great and whole Eſtate; rhis woul1

come and take Chriti's counſel , and 
lay wp treaſure in Heater, where no 
Kuit nor Moth, nor Thief can ever 
come ; and to the merciful, God will 
fhew bim{clf merciful. Bur if you do 
not love your Souls, care for treaſure 
in Heaycn, nor the tender mercies, 
which is the Riſe, Spring-hcad and 
I ountain of all we hope tor, or can 
hope tor from God in this worſe , or 
r' other, you need not mind theſe ſay- 
ings in this bleſſed Book of his. Oh! 
bur you dare nor ſay or think ſo in 
the leaſt; for God and his mercies arc 
your laſt and laſting Refuges. Oh! 
then dear good Ladies, Gentje:romen,

And Primitive Chri- 
ftians ſold theirLands to give to necel- 
firared Brethren, As 4.3 2, 3,4.ſ0 that 
twas all along, and is {til] a good 
work,becauſe it ſuits ſo well with our 

Religion,and the Church of Eaghaas 
which 
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' which ſaith with Sr. James , Faith 
without Works « dead, Jam. 2.26, Bur 
this, and ſuch as the nature of this is, 
amongſt many others will declare it 
living. 

Thirdly, it is a good work, becauſe 
it will in ſome meaſure ſtop the 
mouths of Pap:ſ's, who are prone to 
ſay, Where are your Works, and how 
few are yourHoſpitals,and how ſmall 
is yourChariry,notwithſtanding great 
Preaching? Yer we have more than 
they. know, but do nor boaſt as they 
do. OurCatholick Doctrine reaches 
us to do good, private and. publick 
t00 : And this is a Catholick grace, 
beeauſe ir is more or leſs in every 
Member of Chriſt ; and ought ſo to 
be, for he bids us &e merciful, as our 
heavenly Father s merciful, who ma- 
keth the Sun to ſhine, and the Rain to 
rain upon the juft,and the unjuſt, Mar. 
5.45. I ſhall give you one bleſſed 
Scripture more,and I hope I may, wirh- 
out any boaſting,truly ſay,I have even 
this preſent February or March ex-. 


perienced ſomething of it; and God 
Almighty 
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Almighty grant that you, many,vr all 
of you, mighr do fo roo ; for it will 
be your caſc or caſcs, as ſure as God 
lives, to lie upon the Bed of Sickneſs, 
as I have done maay days together: 
Now fays the Holy Writ, Bleſſed i; 
the man that conſidereth the poor and 
needy, Plal.

ecauſe you have livid no more 
to God and his Honour,. bur 
have minded your own Honour, 
Eaſe, Pleaſure, and Intercſt, in the 
World, done no Good, bcen a Chri- 
{tian in Name, only having a torm of 
Godlineſs, bur no Power, 2 Tm. ;.5, 
And a thouſand things ot this Nature 
he will bring, it may bc, he will bring 
ſome particular Sins commitred 1o 
and foro your Minds, whiltt the Room 
is cloſe, or two or three in it, with a 
watch Lighr, the Curtains drawn, 
bur the Evil One is very buſte in the 
Bed or Conſcience with you. Now, 
now, if you wiſh ( as God Almighty 
grant you may _) never be delivered 
over into your Enemies, or the Enc- 
my of Mankinds ſalvarions Hands, 
Mind this Promiſe: I do nor bid you 
| build upon it; thar is dangerous : 
Bur build upon Chriſt, and mind this, 
for the Promiſes muſt be minded, ;ron 
the 
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256 Stlrver Drops, 
the Conditions performed too in ſome 
meaſure : And therefore be Merciful 
that the Lord may be Pirtitul , and 
not by Death deliver you to your 
Enemies Hands. "Tis a dreadfulter- 
rible thing, for a poor Partridge to 
lie trembling in the Talons ot the 
Faulcon, ſays the Prattice of Piety; 
bur a thouſand thouſand times more 
dreadful ro be delivered into the 
hands of Satan, in a dying Hour ; 
but the Promiſe is, God will not dr- 
liver the merciful Man intothe Ent- 
mies hands, Plal. 41.2. but keep bir 


alive : Nay, he will certainly do it, 
_ that is, He will keep him alive in 


Chriſt, unto | Eternal Life, or clſc 
alive in this World for more Work 
and Comfort ; which latter Promitſc 
is rather meant here. So that 4 
long Life ſeems ro be promiſed tO a 
mercitul Man or Woman. And now,La- 


_ dies, would you alſo live long on the 


Farth,as I belicye you would?and en- 


Joy all your Comforts, Riches, Honors, 


and Relations, be merciful to thc 
Poor,not idle yagabons, ſturdy Rogues

257 
and Beggars; that make a"Trade ; but 
poor - induſtrions Houſe-keepers, old 
people and. children, that are paſt their 
Labour;or too young, poor Outed Mi- 
niſters Widows, and others : All theſe 
you muſt conſider. And as the Apoſt[c 
layes, Do good unto all men, as ye have 
opportunity, eſpetially the heuſhold of 
Faith; and' in fo doing you might 
expect the promiſe or promiſes. But 
ſome may object, it may be you 
would have us give all away ; no, 
nor abovethe tcnth part neither, ſcarce 
that: Yet many, many good men and 
Miniſters think we arc bound to that ; 
eſpecially Dr. Gowge. And in his Book 
called 7 he Beſt Way of Thriving, gives 
you forty Arguments of Scripture tor 
It: And tells you an excellent ſtory 
ofta Biſhop, that loſt a hundred pound 
for not giving five, &cc. 

+ But Divine difcretion muſt be uſed. 
for this and the other world too, We:: 
all commend good Husbandry : an + 
good Houſwitery. But what think 
you of the Lady Warwick 2 ſhe would 
R RO, fay.- 
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ſay, Save the money of one {&ich Lac'd 
Guwn a year, and that would ſerve to 
cloath a great many poor Children, eſpe- 
ctally if it ſhould be a May-Gown:

But you, ut may be, 
let a thouſand pound Necklace, it may 
be more, lie dead in a little penny 
Bran Box; and many thouſands more 
in Tewels, Plate, Gold, or Silver by 
you; and yet, yet, think it a great mat- 
ter to do a Jittle, any thing that 1s tor 

a Noble, Gocd and Brave Charitable 
Deſign, which may flouriſh 10 the 
world's end, for ought you know. It 
you would do ſome little thing at pre- 
ſent, take no care for hereatter ; as our 
Saviour ſayes of tomorrow, Mat.6.25. 
Luk 12.22, There are Ladies enough 1n 
Fingland ; yea, and good Citizens too, 
tor to carry it on, when you have 
once {et it up.

them for ever , to find a God embra- 
cing of you 2 Qh! be good then; do 
good ; and remember the Poor; and 
this good Work too, becauſe it may 
live when you are gone ; flouriſh and 
be a mighty Tree, as I ſaid before : but 
the ends is, You ſhall rather live too,
